VELVET ANTS 
By Prof. Clarence E. Mickel 
The velvet an ts are a group of 
insects w hich are usually thought 
of as 
inhabitants of 
a 
des­ 
ert environm ent although there 
are m any species which are to be 
found in the East and several 
species are found as far north as 
Canada. W herever they may be, 
the observer usually sees the fe­ 
m ales running sw iftly along the 
ground, and they are usually pass­ 
ed over sim ply as another ant. 
The velvet an ts are really not 
ants in any sense of the w ord 
but are th e females of certain 
kinds of wasps known 
as 
the 
M utillidae. In this family of wasps 
the fem ales are always wingless 
and since the shape of their bod­ 
ies is very sim ilar to th at of ants 
they look very m uch like w orker 
ants on account of their lack of 
wings. The “velvet" p art of the 
nam e comes from the fact th at 
m any species are densely clothed 
w ith hairs w hich gives them a 
more or less velvety appearance. 
The males of the M utillids are en­ 
tirely 
different 
in 
appearance 
from the fem ales, and one would 
never suspect th at the two w ere 
the opposite sexes of th e s a m e 
species if he had not observed 
this or been told by someone who 
knew. The m ales are w inged and 
very often are an entirely differ­ 
ent color from th e females. 
The 
m ales are to be found on flowers, 
attracted to sw eet liquid such as 
the sap of trees, honeydew 
of 
aphids, or in some cases they m ay 
be attracted to lights at night. 
Only Fem ales Sling 
The fem ale velvet ants are pro­ 
vided w ith a very “hot” sting 
w hile the m ales a re not provided 
w ith such a w eapon and do not 
sting. Probably th e sting of most 
of the M utillids is not m uch m ore 
painful th an th at of any other 
wasp, but some of the larger spec­ 
ies have a sting over half an inch 
long w ith w hich they can m ake a 
very painful wound. On this ac­ 
count the w hole group of m util­ 
lids have acquired the reputation 
of 
being 
exceptionally 
severe 
stingers. 
There are probably som ewhere 
betw een fo u r and five hundred 
different species of velvet ants 
w hich occur in th e United States 
and the g reat m ajority of these 
are to be found in the southw est­ 
ern states so that they are prob­ 
ably much more abundant, both 
as individuals and as species, in 
Texas, 
New 
Mexico, 
Arizona, 
California, 
N evada, 
U tah 
and 
Colorado th an elsew here in 
the 
U nited States. The various species 
differ in color, ranging from en­ 
tirely black through reds, yellows 
and white, w ith various com bina­ 
tions of these colors in the differ­ 
ent species. As a rule the females 
are much m ore brightly colored 
than the males. 
About one-third 
of the species in Southern C ali­ 
fornia belong to th e genus “Dasy- 
m utilla.” 
In this genus both the 
m ales and th e fem ales are diurnal, 
or active in the daytim e. 
One of 
the largest 
and 
most common 
species is know n as "magnifica.” 
It is a black species in w hich the 
top of the head, the top of the 
thorax and the top of the abdo­ 
m en are densely covered w ith 
erect crim son hair. A nother com­ 
mon species in this region is very 
sim ilar in size and shape to “m ag­ 
nifica” but has th e upper parts 
of the body clothed w ith dense, 
long, erect, pale yellowish hairs. 
It is know n as “satanas.” 
Still 
another very interesting species 
of the desert region is one known 
as “gloriosa” in w hich the body 
is red but th e red color is en­ 
tirely obscured by very dense and 
very long ivory-w hite hairs which 
cover the entire body including 
the legs. As this velvet ant runs 
sw iftly along the ground it looks 
like a little ball of cotton being 
blown over th e sand. It is alm ost 
unbelievable th at th e male of this 
species is black m arked w ith red 
hairs on various p arts of th e body. 
The Genus Pholopsis 
A bout half o f the Mutillids, or 
velvet ants, w hich occur in south­ 
ern California belong to the genus 
'Photopsis.” 
In this genus only 
a com paratively few of th e fe­ 
m ales are know n w hile a great 


m any of th e m ales a re known. 
This is because the m ales are a t­ 
tracted to lights at night and have 
therefore been 
collected ex ten ­ 
sively. The m ales are very rarely 
taken in the daytime. The m em ­ 
bers of this genus Photopsis are 
not so brilliantly colored as in 
D asym utilla. 
The 
m ales 
vary 
from a light brow n to a light 
yellow color throughout and are 
only partly clothed w ith hairs 
w hich are plum ose or featherlike. 
The presence of these plumose 
hairs on th e body of Photopsis 
m utillids is rath e r unusual am ong 
insects because among the wasps, 
bees and ants the bees are the 
only others which possess plu ­ 
mose hairs. 
N early a ll bees are 
clothed w ith plumose hairs w hile 
only this one group of velvet ants 
has feathery hairs. 
Parasitic 


All of the velvet ants are p a ra ­ 
sites. 
Although w e do not know 
a great deal about the hosts w hich 
they attack it is know n that they 
parasitize other wasps, various 
species of solitary bees, and very 
rarely flies. 
The complete life 
history of a m utillid wasp has 
only been w orked out in one or 
two 
individual 
cases. 
Several 
years ago a graduate student at 
the U niversity of M innesota suc­ 
ceeded in w orking out the life 
history of one of the common 
species in the Mississippi Valley. 
It is D asym utilla bioculata. 
This 
particular velvet ant uses tw o 
other kinds of wasps as hosts. The 
hosts live in sandy places, build 
nests in the sand, and the pupal 
cases are found down in the sand, 
below the surface, m ade of silk 
interspersed 
w ith 
sand 
grains. 
The velvet an t 
w hich 
attacks 
these, 
burrow s down 
into 
the 
ground until she finds one of these 
sand-and-silken cocoons; then she 
m akes an opening through the 
cocoon with her m andibles. 
In ­ 
side o f the cocoon is the w asp 
larva which has not y et changed 
to a pupa. 
The velvet an t then 
turns around and with h e r sting, 
or ovipositor, places an egg in ­ 
side of the w asp’s cocoon. 
The 
egg having been p u t into position 
she turns around and secretes a 
sticky m aterial from h e r m outh 
which she uses to seal up the hole 
she has m ade into th is w asp’s 
cocoon. 
A fter a tim e th e velvet 
ant’s egg hatches into a m aggot­ 
like larva and proceeds to feed on 
the w asp larva which originally 
m ade the cocoon. 
This continues 
until th e wasp larva has been en-

By this time 
the velvet an t is a large larva oc­ 
cupying most of th e space w ithin 
the cocoon and is now ready to 
change to a pupa itself. 
It there­ 
fore spins a second cocoon w ithin 
the w asp’s cocoon and after that 
has been com pleted the velvet ant 
larva rests for a long period d u r­ 
ing 
the 
w inter 
m onths before 
changing to a pupa in the spring. 
In th e spring, w hen the ground 
w arm s up, the larva w ithin this 
double cocoon changes to a pupa 
and then finally to an adult vel­ 
vet ant and then emerges from 
this underground home w here it 
has been all w inter. So far as we 
know, all th e species of velvet 
ants have a life history som ewhat 
sim ilar to this. 
T here are a great num ber of 
interesting species of velvet ants 
which occur in southern C aliforn­ 
ia and adjacent Arizona and about 
all w e know regarding them is 
that they are to be found there; 
so there is a great deal to be 
learned about th eir hosts and 
their general life history.

After considerable searching, 
Mr. Whitehead and his friends 
chose for a location this wooded 
mountainside above the little vil­ 
lage of Woodstock in the Catskill 
mountains. Living quarters and 
shops and studios were quickly 
built, more and more artists and 
craftsmen joined the group, and 
before long it was a very busy 
place. Some of the foremost paint­ 
ers of America were doing their 
work here; fine furniture was be­ 
ing made; the looms and the 
kilns were turning out textiles 
and pottery; sculpture, art metal, 
and jewelry were added to the 
products. Byrdcliffe during those 
years was a prominent name in 
American art. 
Little by little the members of 
the original group moved away 
and now for many years the or­ 
ganized activities of Byrdcliffe 
have been suspended; but in the 
cottages and studios of the hill­ 
side new artists and musicians are 
at work. As near neighbors we 
have two members of the or­ 
chestra of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company, and many other musi­ 
cians whose work is well known 
on the radio. Some of the artists 
painting here are among the best 
known in the country. The past 
and the present are going on 
hand in hand. All about them the 
new workers see the things left 
by the pioneers the pictures they 
painted, the books they wrote, 


the furniture and pottery and tex­ 
tiles that they made—a lasting 
inspiration for all who come here. 
Nicest Summer Says 
“I)ad” Robinson 
After almost ten years of run­ 
ning a shoeshine stand in Palm 
Springs "Dad” Robinson admits 
the business has pullman porter- 
ing beat forty ways except for 
the tips.
